Judge Elbert H. Cary, Chairman o£ 


the Executive Comirijttee and executive 
head of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, was the star witness before 
the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce at Washington 
Thursday. 


He reiterated his recommendations for 
the creation of a Federal Corporation 
Commission, the licrnsmg- of all cor- 
porations, the regulation of their agree- 
ments and consolidations, and complete 
publicity of their affiirs. 


He admitted that the Steel Corpora- 


tion could undersell any ot its 200 
competitors, who do 50 per cent of the 
domestic business, becaus: of the great 
er economies of production; but he said 
that it aimed at maintaining fair prices 
and fair competition, instead of "cut- 
throat methods" that ultimately drive 
the smaller concerns to bankruptcy. 
The Hill ore lease is to be canceled be- 
cause It has been cnucised by the De- 
partment of Commer'-e and Labor, and 
also at the nearings before the Stanley 
committee, said Jud*:e Gary. 


He urged a Federal 
Commission 


authorized to consider 
management, 


character and extent of corporations 
and to permit certain pooling- arrange- 
ments when conditions warranted. 


"No corporation can reach a perman- 


ent success in this country unless it is 
willing to recognize at all times the 
public interest and welfare," said Mr. 
Gary. He

firms must be giver: some means o£ 
knowing what is an 'unreasonable re- 
straint of trade" before they take any 
steps that might ma'te them liable to 
Federal prosecution. 


"I would have the law explicit," said 


he. "and permit the corporation com- 
mission to say what agreements would 
be permitted.

proved by the comnr.ission. and made 
with full publicity, would be In the 
public interest, pre /en tins business 
demoralization.
